TOTAL EMPLOYMENT: Male wage and salary earners employed in non-rural industry increased 
by 1,000 compared with the revised estimate for August, 1944 and female wage and salary 
earners in employment (oxcluding rural and hovsehold senor) increased by 400. Total 
employment’ (excluding rural and household domestic) increased by 1,400 during the month, 
private employment absorbing 2,100 while Governmental employment declined by 1,700, 


From September, 1943 to September, 1944 there was little change in total employ~ 
ment (excluding rural and household domestic ) but Government employment declined by 
17, 17,200 while private cmployment increased by 18,000. The “total numbers of males and 
females employed in non~rural industry (excluding household domestic) in September, 1944 
were about the samo as a year earlier. See Part If, Section B.

TOTAL PERSONS OCCUPIED, 1939 AND 1.944, 


MALES: Tho number of malo breadwinners in Australia (including members of the Forces, 
employers, self-cmployers, and wage and salary earners at work or temporarily unemployed) 
was 2,520,200 in March, 1944. Beforo the outbreak of war (July, 1939), their number was 
2,371,000. The incroase of 149,200 during the war period (to March, 1944) included the 
normal increase of 89,200 male breadwinners (which might have been oxpected if war had not 
occurred) and an abnormal war-time incercase estimated at 60,000. 


The net number of men transferred from civil life to the Armed Forces and not 
returned to civil lifc as at March, 1944, was nearly 680,000 end as at June, 1944, 667,000, 


FEMALES: The number of female breadwinners in July, 1939 (including women who were 
employers, solf-oemployers and wage and salary carners, or temporarily unemployed) numbered 
677,600. In March, 1944, the number was 820,500. The increase of 142,900 ineluded the 
normal increase of 36,400 female breadwiniers (which might have boen expected if pre-war 
trends hed continued) and en abnormal war-time increase of 106,500 females in gainful 
occupation (including Forces) who would not have been secking pellet occupation but for 
war conditions.

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Figures of employment recorded on Pry-Roll Tax returns for Australia are given 
without any adjustment in the next teble. The returns do not cover omploysos of the 
Commonwealth Governmont; employers who pay not more than £20 per weok in wages do not make 
returns, and religious and public benevslent institutions and hospitals are also exempt. 
The proportion of all employees who ere included varies from State to State, but in general 
the proportion of employees (other than thoso of the Commonwealth, those ongaged in rural 
industries and fomale domestics in private households) in tho Pay-Roll Tax roturns is about 
90 por cont. of tho ostimated total of males in omployment, end about 80 per cent of the 
fomeles. 

Employers wore classified for "industry”® according to the industry in which 
they wore predominantly engaged.
